Five Essentials 
For A Mid-East 
Settlement 


London, Mar, 7. 


Mr Selwyn Lloyd, British Foreign Secretary, 
tonight set out the five “essentials” for a peaceful 
settlement of Middle East problems, 


Answering questions 


on an_ international 


radio press conference on Britain’s foreign policy, 


Mr Lloyd said they were: 


1, The 
physical 
fsracli borders, the stopping of 
roids, infiltration and reprisals. 

2, A. settlement of the rm- 
fugee problem. 

320°4A compromise on the 
permanent frontiers between 
the Arab states and Israel. 

4, Agreement about 
joint use of the waters of 
River Jordan. 

5, Guarantees for both sides 
—for the Arabs against Isracll 
territorial expansion and for 
Lsracl against any attempt to 
exterminate the state of Isracl. 

Mr Lloyd, answering questions 
in a radio dink with journallsts 
in the United States, Canada, 
West Germany, France and Italy, 
said the British government had 
no objection in principle to a 
permanent United Natlons peace 
supervisory force. 

THE TEST 

But the test for one was in 
the experiment of the present 
United Nations Emergency Force 
in the Middle East,
